A message from President Hoover, 
read at the meeting last night, ex­ 
pressed confidence that “out of this 
tragic event will come greater se­ 
curity and greater safeguard.* tor 
the future, under which the steady 
rehabilitation of the Palestine as a 
true homeland will be even 
more 
assured 
"Our advices are that the vigorous 
action taken bv the British govern­ 
ment has restored a large measure 
of protection, although that govern­ 
ment is still faced with great bur­ 
dens from this outburst of fanatic­ 
ism." the presidents massage said. 
Laxity of local officers In Pales­ 
tine, rather than the British govern­ 
ment. was blamed for the outbreaks 
by Senator Borah, who asserted that 
•this catastrophe was the result of 
carelessness or stupidity or both." 
Warns pf Recurrence. 
Tho senator warned that “lf there 
la to be no clear cut, definite oollcy 
im program which can be arranged 
agreeable to the situation, 
back tx! 
up by the most undoubted 'purpose 
to protect the situation, you will 
hate a recurrence of 
this catas­ 
trophe 
‘The sponsoring of a national 
home for the Jewish people carries 
with It the solemn obligation 
of 
making it a place of reasonable 
safety, or reasonable security for life 
and property. 
"If I were offering you a sugges­ 
tion In the way of advice. I would 
•ay to you. do not dwell upon the 
past too long, but fix your mind and 
purpose upon the future “

mittee representing more than 
150 
Jewish organisations, was held as 
a protect against the massacres and 
as a memorial for the hundreds of 
Jew* who lost their lives or were 
wounded
